Applicant agreed to amend the claims to positively claim 
a housing of the device and to clarify that the device rests in a known orientation. 

The application has been amended as follows:

a housing having a longitudinal axis of symmetry; 

an image sensor positioned in said housing to acquire images through a window 
in a said housing of tho dov i co ; and 

a ballast located off the longitudinal axis of symmetry, so that said device , w i thout 
any count e rba l anc e ele m e nts, has a center of gravity displaced from the longitudinal 
axis of symmetry toward said window , such that the device rests in a known orientation .

a ballast located off a the longitudinal axis of symmetry of the d e v i c e housing , 
wherein said device , w i thout any count e rba l anc e ele m e nts, has a center of gravity 
displaced from the longitudinal axis of symmetry in the direction of an in vivo area being 
imaged , such that the device rests in a known orientation . 

29. (Currently Amended) A method of in vivo imaging, comprising: 

orienting an autonomous in-vivo imaging device with a ballast, sa i d ba ll ast b ei ng 
l ocated off a l ong i tud i na l ax i s of symmetry of tho dev i ce, wherein said device , w i thout 
any countorba l anco o l omonts, has a housing having a longitudinal axis of symmetry 
with said ballast being located off the longitudinal axis of symmetry and causing a 
center of gravity of the device to be displaced from the longitudinal axis of symmetry in 
the direction of an in vivo area to be imaged , such that the device rests in a known 
orientation ; and 

capturing an image of an in-vivo area perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of 
symmetry of the device, wherein said ballast is on substantially the same side of the 
longitudinal axis of the device as the in vivo area imaged.
